FAITH Alma 32:21,26-43, Hebrews 11:1-4, Colossians 1: 4. Faith is a force that 
we hope in, which produce our hope either in a world of both physical and non 
physical matter.

Let learn to be confident in our death, and inspire ourselves 
us we gather courage and confidence in death. Death has two sections, the 
physical and the spiritual. The Spiritual death is sin. But the physical is transition. 
Which us a state of journey into a new world. Let the moment of escort of our 
deceased be the time to learn transforming lessons that will change our odd life 
to a better life in God. Let us then open our hearts and minds in a pure state to 
pray for them as they Journey or transit to another world that our heavenly 
father had called them to! Let our hope during such moment, center most on, to 
see them once again.
